1. Review of the Inteliisence F Product, An the Subcommittee's a ot of 
Competence 


The Subcommittee on Transportation (TSC) contimed its informal 
nrogrem designed to improve the avallebility and quelity of trangportation 
intelligence. The availability of transportation intelligence, the use- 
fulness of various types of reporting and the quality of various reports 
were discussed informally by the members from time to time throughout the 
year, 

2. Research and Collection Deficiencies 

No changes vere mede during the year in the Subcamittee's etntas 
meats of Priority Deficiencies of Research (Erc-8-2 Series) attached to the 
report for Fiscal Year 1962. No work wee done in the Preparation or 
atatements on Priority Deficiencies of Collection (EIC-8-16 Series). All 
statements are over 2 years old, but the THC has no plans for updeting or 
ecupleting these statements. 

3- Friowity National Economic Intelligence Ubjectives 

The current Priority National Economic Intelligence Objectives have 
not bean discussed by the Subcommittee. No unified opinion has been 
developed, therefore, reqguirding the general. usefulness of the PUETOs. 
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4. Review of Substantive Papers

G- Maintenance of Agreed Besic Statistics 
Representatives of the menbers agencies met “rom time to time to 
wifect informal coordination of certain basic statiasice. Incindad vere 
such subjects as the production of transportation equipment, inventories 
of transportation equipment, traffic and read cepacity in various verld 
areas. A paper was prepared for USIB jointly by CIA and DIA on truck 
tvaifiece to and within Communist-helé portions of Lacs, and CIA and ONT ee 
Tormally coordinated data on international shipping to and frem Cuban ports 
in the preparation of monthly reports for the suppert of the Department of 
State's Economic Denlal Program. Ne formal orogram exists within the Sub-

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3. Intelligence Research Techniques 


No discussions on intelligence reseaxch techniques have been held 
wider the auspices of the Subcommittee thia yeer. Several informal dis- 
cussions have been held, hovever, betveen representatives of CTA and DIA 
on the enslysis of truck traffic in North Vietnam and. Leos and on estinating 
the capacity of roads in Commmist Asie and Southeast Asta. 

9- Speciel Coordinating Functions of the Subconmittes 

The Subcommittee during its October meting presented to members 
ef the reporting staffs of the Departments of State oni Commerce an informal 
verbal appraisel of special reports on transportetion. prepered by the 
foreign Service. Informal advice continued to be given by various members 
of the TSC to the Interegency Intelligence Advisory Group on. Exchanges, but 
no formal papers were prepared for this Group by the Subcommittee. 

10. Evalnetion of the Role of the Subcommittee 

Only two meetings of the TEC were held during the year. ‘The 
yersonnel normally aasociated with the formal vork of the Subconmittee, 
nevertheleas, contimed to function threughout the year as an informal close- 
knit team. This activity aided greatly in the production and coordination 
of transportation intelligence. As a rasult of the informel ‘cooperation 
between these parsonnel, formal. coorfination of aeveral significant esti- 
mates was facilitated at higher levels. Moreover, any component in the 
transportation intelligence commmity was able to obtain access to the vork- 
ing Piles of other components. With this free exchange of intelligence it 
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vas poseible for any component to focus the best intelligence in the 
commnity on the production of departmental or national intelligence. 

Thus, even though the TSC did not realize ite potential as a formal 
medium for inter-agency review and coordination during the year, the fact 
of its existence did make posalble a great deal of valuable work undertaken 


B. Future Progrem of the Subcommittee 
The problems associated with heavy pricrity production demands in rela-~ 


tion to the personnel allocated appear to be present generally throughout 
the trengeportation intelligence community. The extent to which the TSC can 
in the future perform the “minimm” end approriate "additional" fimections 
for ELC Subcommittees es outlined in the BIC Handbook and in the TSC's 
Terms of Reference wili depend, therefore, on the priority accorded to TSC 
activities by the member agencies. During the past year, the members of 
the Subcommittee did not request sufficient resources and priority to pursue 
the formal program of the TSC more actively. Changing con@itions may a 
quire greater formal activity within thie organization in the future. When 
that time comes the mechaniam exists for cerrying out the "minimum" and 
*aiditional” functions. 
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
